approximately 300-600 U.S. military personnel, with associated equipment. United 
States personnel will coordinate with the Government of Bulgaria and the international 
airport authorities to determine any additional logistical support required. 

The Embassy further requests that the Government of Bulgaria authorize the 
overflight of U.S. military aircraft operating in support of the potential operation, and 
proposes that U.S. military aircraft overflying the territory of the Republic of Bulgaria 
in this connection be granted the use of call sign KO-5-1 7/2002.
